TO THE INHABITANTS of the Village Precinct, in the town 
of Hanover, in the County of Grafton in said State, quali- 
fied to vote in Precinct affairs :— 

You are hereby notified to meet at Precinct Hall, in said 
village, on Tuesday, the 21st day of March, 1905, at 7:30 
o'clock, Pp. M., to act upon the following subjects :— 

First. To choose by ballot a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Second. To choose by ballot a Clerk, a Treasurer, and an 
Auditor, each to serve one year, and a Commissioner to serve 
for the term of three years. 

Third. To raise such sum of money as shall be necessary 
to defray the expenses of the Precinct for the current year, 
including a Police Department, Fire Department, and Protec- 
‘ tion of the Trees, and to pay the interest on the bonds of the 
Precinct, and to provide for its Sinking Fund. 

Fourth. To determine what amount of moneyin addition 
to the highway taxes to be levied by authority of the town, 
the Precinct will raise to be expended within its limits, and in 
purchasing the necessary machinery for constructing macadam 
roads, including a steam roller. ; 

Fifth. To see if the Precinct will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary. to secure State aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways under the law 
passed at the January session of 1905. 

Sixth. To see if the Precinct will vote to adopt, “An Act 
to Define, Enlarge, and Confirm the Powers of the Village 
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Precinct of Hanover,” in accordance with a law passed at the 
January session of 1905. 

Seventh. To hear the reports of the Commissioners, 
Treasurer, and Auditor, and pass any vote relating thereto, 
and to transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

ABSTRACT FROM PRECINCT CLERK’S RECORD 


At a legal meeting of the voters of the Hanover Precinct, 
on March 15th, 1904, the following officers were elected: 

Moderator, John K. Lord. 

Clerk, Arthur P. Fairfield. 

Treasurer, Perley R. Bugbee. 

Auditor, Chas. P. Chase. 

. Commissioner, John V. Hazen. 

Voted to raise the sum of thirty four hundred dollars 
( $34.00 ) to defray the general expenses of the Precinct and 
pay interest on the bonds. 

Voted to raise five hundred dollars ($500) for the redemp- 
tion of one bond. 

Voted to raise one thousand dollars ($1000 ) for perma- 
nent improvement of highways and to purchase a rock crush- 
ing plant from Town Farm Funds and use balance of fund for 
street improvement. 

Voted to raise five hundred dollars ( $500) for Phillip Hf 
Trachier to indemnify himin a measure for his losses while 
endeavoring to serve the Precinct. 

Voted that a five per cent discount be allowed on all taxes 
paid on or before July 15th, 1904, and three per cent if paid 
on or betore September 15th, 1904. 

Voted that the Commissioners be authorized to borrow 
such sums of money as may be necessary to pay the Precinct’s 
obligations till the taxes be collected and paid into the 
treasury. 

Voted that the printed reports of the Precinct be accepted 
and adopted. 


FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS, HANOVER, MARCH 4, £905. 


In compliance with the provisions of its Act of Incorpora- 
tion the Commissioners of the Village Precinct of Hanover 
herewith submit their fourth annual report. 

Various departments of public service are committed to 
their charge and the funds necessary for their support are paid 
over to the Precinct treasurer subject to orders from the 
commissioners. The departments of works subject to their 
direction are, that of maintaining the highways, lighting the 
streets and bridge, of supporting the fire department, of 
supplying water for fire and domestic purposes, of caring for 
the village shade trees, and employing watchmen and police 
officers. A detailed statement of the expenses incurred in 
maintaining each cf the departments follows in the body of 
this report, together with separate statements showing the 
expense of installing the new crushing plant and the expense 
of operating it so far as it has been used. 

The principal unusual expenses incurred during the past 
fiscal year, naturally classitied as miscellaneous items, were 
those involved in the payment of the $500 gratuity to Mr. 
Phillip Trachier, voted by the Precinct at its last annual 
meeting, and of bills amounting to about $113 contracted in 
repairing and painting Precinct Hall, a part of the foundation 
of which was found to be in an unsafe condition. 

Happily the cost of caring for the shade trees, sometimes 
quite an item, this past year has been merely nominal. The 
quite possible advent of the gypsy and brown-tail moths in 
our midst makes the future of both our shade and fruit trees 
rather uncertain. } 

The apparent increased expense of maintaining the police 
department is due to the fact that an additional month hap- 
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pened to come into this year’s expenses. The cost of lighting 
ihe streets is also somewhat larger owing to theinstallation of 
four more lamps. Naturally this source of expense must 
increase from year to year as our village grows. 

We feel justified in saying that our fire department was 
never in better condition to do good service than it is to-day. 
Under the efficient leadership and administration of our chief 
engineer and his able assistants all calls have been promptly 
answered and the personal loss to our community from this 
cause has been small. During the past year we have added 
to our outfit and the effectiveness of this department by the 
purchase of two hundred feet of new rubber lined hose and of 
anew hose cart at a total expense of about $445. In our 
opinion it should be the policy of the Precinct to add to the 
equipment of this department from year to year for several 
years by purchasing each year several hundred feet of new 
hose. Our chief engineer advises the purchase for the ensuing 
year of two hundred feet of rubber lined hose and five hundred 
feet of linen hose at a probable cost of about $225. Several of 
our citizens have further suggested that we now install a 
steam whistle, a step which we understand is now feasible. 
The estimated cost of this is about $65. 

At the last annual meeting, your commissioners were 
authorized to purchase a crushing plant and to do some 
work toward draining West Wheelock Street, the understand- 
ing being, that the coming season we should undertake the 
actual macadamizing of some of our streets. Although no 
absolute directions were given, it seemed to be the sense of 
those present at the annual meeting that we should generally 
purchase only new machinery. Acting on that basis, your 
commissioners after investigating the different kinds ofthe vari- 
ous required pieces, purchased an entire new plant at a total 
cost, including bins for the broken stone, engine house and 
accessory tools, of about $2270. This plant has worked 
with entire satisfaction, no breakage having thus far occurred, 
although such plants are quite subject to mishaps. About 
1060 tons of stone were crushed at a total cost of about 


$967. Owing to the lateness of the season when the 
crushing plant was finally installed, although it was ordered 
early in the summer, the draining of West Wheelock Street 
was not accomplished. We have, however, on hand about 
four hundred tons of crushed stone which may be used for 
this purpose, or for surfacing our roads, to which it is better 
adapted than most of the stone we can easily obtain. In 
order to complete our plant we need very much a steam roller. 
This can be hired but the hiring of such a machine involves 
quite an expense for rental and transportation, moreover a 
roller is needed to keep macadam roads in repair after they 
are built. A new steam roller will cost from $2800 to $3000, 
one that has been used somewhat from $2200 to $2500, 
probably nothing that we should want below the lesser 
figure. 

One article in the preceding warrant for the annual meet- 
ing calls for a change in our Act of Incorporation, authorized 
by the present session of the state legislature. Its authority 
depends upon its adoption by the voters of the Precinct. The . 
main object in securing its passage was to enable us to pur- 
chase more land which will be needed if we establish our 
crushing plant permanently, the present limit of ownership 
being one-half acre. The other articles of the new act grant 
powers as specified in section 1U, sub-sections 2 to 14 of 
Chapter 50 of the Public Statutes not already in force. 

The treasurer’s report shows an increased balance on 
hand, the payment of quite an amount of coupon interest, 
the cancellation of one $500 bond from the year’s receipts and 
also of several others from the proceeds of the sale of the 
stock and bonds in the possession of the Precinct, which it 
seemed wise to dispose of at the present time.
